ten I'u day of September in the year eighteen 
hundred and nine-live; and the affirmative 
votes of a majority of the voters present 
and voting thereon shall be requiretl to ac- 
cept said resolution. 
In case it is not so 


accepted, such resolution shall be null and 
void. 


Mr. Rourke spoke first in support of his 


amendment saying that there was a great 
difference of opinion in Lowell as to the 
merits of the bill; it was a matter of great 
importance,and he thought it only fair that 
the. people of Lowell should be allowed to 
express themselves upon it. 
The bill has 


not originated in any popular movement, 
nor had it the sanction of the city council 
but it was the work of a few individuals 
actuated by selfish and partisan motives. 
He appealed to the members that the bill 
should not be forced 
upon the people, 


but that they should be accorded the 
right to adopt or reject its provisions 
many of which Mr, Rourke claimed, were 
objectionable, and would not be tolerated, 
at least by his constituents. 


Rep. Hobau of Ward Six spoke of the 


fairness and justness of the 
amendment 


offered. 
I-Ie believed that as this was one 


of the most important measures to Lowell 
it should be referred to the people for 
their consideration. Xot only are the peo- 
ple unfairly 
treated but the mayor 


ignored. He agreed with Mr. Rourke that 
the act if submitted to the people wo 
be rejected.
